Perennial herb. Rhizome stout, with more or less 
fleshy simple root. Stems erect, loosely branched on 
upper part, ca. 90 cm tall. Leaves alternate, 
membranaceous; radical and lower cauline leaves 
long-petiolate, petiole 20 —30 cm long, glabrous, 
with scarsely inflated sheath at base, blade 
triangular-ovate in outline, ca. 20cm long and wide,

twice ternately pinnate, leaflets rhomboid-ovate, 
dissected into lanceolate to oblong-lanceolate lobes, 
ultimate segments 2 — 7 cm long, 0.5 — 1.5cm wide, 
attenuate-acuminate at apex, acute at base, deeply 
acuminate-toothed, glabrous except puberulent on 
nerves on both surfaces; upper cauline leaves re¬ 
duced, with smaller blade and much inflated sheath. 
Flowers in October to November. Inflorescences 
terminal and in upper reduced leaf-axils, forming a 
corymb-like panicle, rachis glabrous, except sparsely 
puberulent on upper part. Umbels with 15 — 30 
rays, bracts generally wanting, rarely 1, linear- 
lanceolate, ca. 6 mm long, rays 1.5 —4 cm long, 
minutely papillate-pilose inside. Umbellets with 
20 — 30 flowers, bracteoles linear, acuminate, 5 — 7 
mm long, glabrous, pedicels 3 — 7 mm long, gla- 
brescent. Calyx-tube narrowly obovoid, striate, 
glabrous, sepals inconspicuous, stylopodium conical. 
Petals 5 , white, obovate, abruptly incurved at apex, 
ca. 1 mm long. Stamens 5 , ca. 1.5 mm long. Styles 
2, ca. 1 mm long. Fruits narrowly elliptic, ca. 5 
mm long, 2 mm wide, carpels with 3 linear ribs 
on dorsal side and 2 thick wings of ca. 0.5 mm in 
width on lateral sides, intervals between ribs 
blackish, conspicuous. Vittae 1 in each interval, 2 
or 4 in commissure.
